NEW DELHI, India, Mar. 


5.— UP) —Mahatma Gandhi 
and rthe All-India Congress 
party today terminated _the 
civil disobedience campaign, 
bringing a temporary halt, 
at least, te India's political 
turmoil. 


The action was in accordance 
with the terms of an agreement 
reached yesterday by Ghandi and 
Lord Irwin, the viceroy. 
The terms of the truce between 
Lord Irwin and Mahatma Gandhi 
include these principal provisions: 


1—Abandonment of the civil dis- 


obedience campaign. 
2—Abandonment of the boycott 


as a political weapon. 
3—Release of prisoners held for 


non-violent offenses. 
4—Recognition of right of salt 
area residents to make their own 
salt. 
5—Picketing 
of non-aggressive 


nature to be permitted. 
6—Repressive ordinances issued 


during 
civil 
disobedience 
cam- 


paign to be withdrawn.

7_\Vhere property 
confiscated

It seems as if Main Street itself 
has suddenly become Jericho Road, 
where people meet with disaster 
and suffering. 
All the conditions 


of the matchless story of the Good 
Samaritan are being repeated a

fold, 
in 
this period of 


world-wide depression and need. 


It is good news (lint the Sama- 


ritan has successors by the mil- 
lion, as these modern emergencies 
arise. We hear a deal about un- 
employment and destitution; and 
about organized relief 
and 
phil- 


anthropy; 
but 
we do not hear 


enough about the individual help- 
fulness of neighbors and of way- 
farers. 
Probably nil 
the 
vast 


funds that have been subscribed 
—and may their volume swell— 
have not wrought a helpfulness to 
persons in want 
by 
individual 


neighbors and 
friends 
and rela- 


tives. 


My own community is represen- 
tative of a thousand others; and 
I see men and women by the score 
giving time and labor and money 
and goods for the succor of the 
needy. 
When the doorbell of tele- 


phone rings, it is likelier than not 
to be a call for Milady Samaritan 
(and I suspect that most Good Sa- 
maritans are women!) in connec- 
tion with some one of these forms 
of ministry. 
Half a hundred of 


my neighbors go regularly into 
the big city, five mornings a week 
an hour or two earlier than the 
trains which take our daily detach- 
ment of suburbanites 
work, 
In order 
th_t 
into 
they 


their 
may 
serve breakfast to under-nourish- 
ed school children. 
The 
finest 


home hereabouts was crowded lasl 
Sunday 
evening with 
neighbor; 


bent on finding new ways of shar- 
ing with the needy. I have visited 
Rotary and Kiwanis club in recent 
days; and their outstandin™ inter- 
est is the relief work that they 
are doing. Bible classes, churches, 
women's clubs—all of our modern 
organizations 
are thronging into 


Jericho Road, with hands 
filled 
with helpfulness. 


Those Who Pass By 
Doubless there are still some per- 


sons, usually the most favored, so 
far as position and possesions go 
who pass by on the other side from 
the smitten and suffering, like the 
priest and Levite in the parable. 
It is easy to be harsh -with these 
selfish ones; who are so wrapped 
up in their own respectability and 
rights that they shrink from obli- 
gations and possible contamination. 


We might rail at the narrow ec- 


clesiasticism and heartless formal- 
' ism of the priest and the Levite, 
and all their successors; but why 
not, instead, pity their smallness of 
soul, their lack of robust human 
ity, and their enervating selfish- 
ness The man who 
fell 
among 


thieves would soon recover from 
his wounds; but what hope was 
there 
of 
improvement for 
the 


shriveled spirits of the calloused, 
careless, self-conserving profession- 
als who passed him by in his hour 
of need? Better far to be tempor- 
rary victim of adversity, with ex- 
pectation 
of restored opportunity, 
than to be one of.-these smug and 
complacent and self-engrossed pro- 
fessionals for whom there is no 
tomorrow. 
I am sorrier for some of the 


blind rich today than I am for 
their neighbors who are tempora- 
rily in distres. 
Jjike the priest 


and the Levite whlo had a definite 
responsibility for thalr countrymen 
that was in trouble.Biome prosper- 
ous people, especially employed and 
stockholders, are evading a clear 
duty which goes with their posi- 
tion and possesions. That men of 
•wealth have not promptly and suc- 
cessfully averted the human suffer- 
ing which the business depression 
has entailed Is a clear reflection 
upon both their sense of responsi- 
bility and their sagacity. Perhaps 
the Jericho Road will never again 
offer such an opportunity for the 
safe and the strong to fulfill the 
part of the Good Samaritan. 


One Man's Experience. 


Every great disaster is a time of 


opportunity and of revelation. 
A 
"'inland recently told me of a re- 


ligious conference 
which he at- 


tended in Mississippi, at which the 
mood was one of thick gloom. At 
length a business man rose and 
said; "As you all know 
I 
was 


knocked flat by the flood of 1927. 
I lost everything I owned, and had 
to begin again at the bottom. But 
I want to testify that during those 
times God was more 
real 
and 
near to me than ever before In ray I 
life. Now I am hit again by busi- 
ness conditions; and it still holds 
true that in adversity my religion 
means more to me than when I 
was 
prosperous."

"The Lord 
is good." said a strong, serene- 
faced superintendent of a rescue 
mission to me this afternoon—al- 
though he lives in an atmosphere 
of misery, often 
working twenty 


hours a day, feeding bodies and 
souls of destitute men. Yes, God 
may be met on the Jericho Road.

Alfred E. Smith was on hand, 
disclaiming any knowledge of pro- 
posals that might be submitted 
at the session but maintaing very 
stoutly that in 1932 prohibition 
would be an unavoidable Issue. 
Some reports had It that both 
he and Chairman Raskob has pre- 
pared for the occasion 
speeches, 
and that Raskob carried in his 
pocket the draft of a resolution 
on the question. 
Raskob It Silent. 
Democracy's 1928 presidential 
candidate said, however,, he would

Ras- 
kob was silent on his intentions. 


An interview given on the eve 


of the session by Smith caused

from gross income, a bad debt 
must have been determined by the 
taxpayer 
to be worthless within 


the taxable year for which it is 
claimed, and where books are kept 
it also must have been charged 
off 
within the same. year. 
The 
necessity 
for 
this 
provision is 


obvious. 
If a bad debt were al- 


lowed as a deduction without the 
requirement that it be charged 
off the taxpayer's books, the cer- 
tainty of its worthlessness would 
be open to question. Neither the 
taxpayer 
nor 
the 
government 


could be certain that a debt would 
not be claimed more than once. 


Also if a bad debt were allowed 
in the year in which it was charg- 
ed off, without regard to when it 
was ascertained to be worthless, 
such charges could be accumulat- 
ed advantageously, to be deducted 
in a year when there was a large 
income. However, a taxpayer who 
erroneously has canceled a debt 
in a year subsequent to that in 
which it was determined to be 
worthless may file an amended re- 
turn for the year in which the 
debt was ascertained to be worth- 
less and not charged off. 
Bad debts may be treated in one 


of two ways—either by deduction 
from gross income or by deduc- 
tion from a reasonable reserve for 
bad debts. 
Permission to adopt 
the reserve method is limited to 
taxpayers having a large number 
of accounts. It is not granted for 
the purpose of handling one -ie- 
ciflc debt. Partial deductions are 
allowed with respect to specific 
debts only. 
The burden is upon the .taxpay- 
er to show that a debt claimed as 
a' deduction was without value 
during the taxable year. A state- 
ment should be attached to the 
return showine the propriety of 
any deductions for bad debts. 
If 


in the exercise of sound business 
judgment a taxpayer concludes, 
after making every reasonable ef- 
fort to determine whether there 
is likelihood of recovery, that1 the 
debt Is of no value, deduction for 
such debt is allowed. Court action 
is not a requisite.
